2.  The  Acting  Chair  Mohammed  Nuru  welcomed  committee  members  to  the  second 
official  meeting  of  the  Graffiti  Advisory  Board.  DPW  Director  Ed  Lee  reiterated  the 
importance  of  the  task  force  in  light  of  budget  cuts.  The  Advisory  Board  will  face 
increased  responsibility  to  change  people’s  negative  behavior,  get  to  the  root  causes 
of  graffiti  vandalism,  and  set  the  agenda  for  dealing  with  this  serious  problem.

3.  Ms.  Cathy  Garza  from  Supervisor  Newsom’s  office,  who  was  scheduled  to  give 
members  an  update  on  amendments  to  the  Graffiti  Ordinance,  was  not  able  to  attend 
tonight’s  meeting  because  she  had  to  staff  the  Supervisor  at  the  full  Board  meeting. 

Mr.  Nuru  said  he  believed  the  am  endments  were  introduced  and  referred  to 
committee.  He  will  find  out  what  was  introduced  and  provide  that  information  to 
members.  (Note:  We  have  subsequently  learned  that  Supervisor  Newsom  has  not 
introduced  the  item.  He  would  like  to  incorporate  the  comments  from  the  Advisory 
Board  prior  to  introducing  it  to  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors.  Both  Ms.  Cathy  Garza 
and  Deputy  City  Attorney  David  Greenburg  will  be  invited  to  attend  the  next  Advisory 
Committee  meeting  to  hear  the  com  ments  directly  from  members.) 

Officer  Putz  said  it  was  important  for  the  Board  to  focus  on  one  or  two  key  issues — 
the  most  important,  in  his  opinion,  being  properties  that  are  neglected.  He  said  a lot 
of  progress  has  already  been  made  at  the  higher  levels  of  the  SFPD  and  the  DA’s 
Office  where  these  cases  are  prosecuted  as  a felony,  and  convictions  are  high  for 
older  taggers  who  do  the  most  damage. 

A discussion  followed  on  the  amount  of  time  the  city  should  give  property  owners  to 
remove  graffiti  from  their  property.  One  opinion  was  that  one- week  was  sufficient. 

Mr.  Porcoro  said  he  was  aware  of  some  properties  where  the  graffiti  has  remained 
for  the  past  six  or  seven  years.  Mr.  Heller  said  small  business  owners  whose 
property  keeps  on  getting  tagged  should  not  be  penalized  by  the  proposed 
ordinance.  Ms.  Hoctor  said  the  ordinance  provides  an  automatic  seven-day 
extension  and  the  DPW  Director  can  also  make  exceptions  for  hardship  cases. 

4.  Officer  Putz  showed  a 10  minute  graffiti  abatement  video  that  included  reference  to  a 
rewards  program  started  by  David  Heller  and  the  Geary  Neighborhood  Merchants 
Association. 

5.  Scott  Shaw,  DPW,  made  a presentation  on  what  the  Department  currently  does  to 
abate  graffiti,  and  provide  property  owners  with  many  different  options  for  removing 
graffiti  from  their  property.  He  mentioned  the  difficulty  of  getting  releases  and  of 
finding  out  if  a property  was  public  or  private.  When  the  Department  responds  to  a 
specific  complaint  the  goal  is  to  address  graffiti  on  the  entire  block.  He  referred  to 
maps  that  show  the  am  ount  of  work  the  SFPD  and  DPW  undertake  in  one  year  to 
remove  graffiti  from  both  public  and  private  property. 

Mr.  Nuru  said  under  the  proposed  legislation  property  owners  will  be  held 
accountable  for  removing  graffiti  from  their  property.  If  the  graffiti  is  ignored, 
professional  painters  will  do  the  work,  an  invoice  will  be  sent  to  the  property  owner, 
and  if  it  is  not  paid  a lien  will  be  placed  on  the  property. 

Mr.  Shaw  described  the  code  enforcement  task  force  meetings  he  attends  with  the 
City  Attorney’s  office  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  the  month.  At  these  meetings 
specific  buildings  that  are  heavily  blighted  are  inspected  and  an  order  is  issued  to  the 
property  owners  to  abate  the  graffiti.  Ms.  Hoctor  said  it  was  important  to  get  the  City 
Attorney’s  office  involved  in  these  severe  cases.  Under  the  proposed  ordinance  the 
City  Attorney  can  send  out  a dem  and  letter  and  recover  its  fees  if  the  problem  is  not 
abated.  She  invited  members  to  call  her  at  (415)  554-3850  for  assistance. 

Mr.  Heller  said  it  was  not  proper  to  focus  just  on  the  small  business  community.  He 
said  the  merchants  along  Geary  Boulevard  have  to  fight  graffiti  everyday.  Educating 


the  merchants  was  a big  help  and  his  model  would  work  in  other  merchant  corridors 
such  as  along  Valencia  Street,  which  has  recently  been  tagged  by  graffiti  vandals. 

Mr.  Cleveland  said  BOMA  members  assessed  their  own  property;  provide  on-site 
management  and  janitorial  staff.  Many  properties  are  located  in  the  BID  area.  In 
some  cases  where  many  buildings  are  involved  costs  can  be  reduced  by  designating 
a private  company  to  remove  all  the  graffiti  or  replace  glass  that  has  been  damaged 
by  vandals.  It  is  essential  that  communication  between  tenants  and  property  owners 
be  established  since  some  property  owners  who  do  not  visit  their  buildings  often  may 
not  be  aware  of  the  maintenance  needs. 

After  some  discussion,  committee  members  agreed  that  property  owners  whose 
buildings  are  plagued  by  graffiti  should  receive  all  the  help  they  can  get. 

6.  Mr.  Nuru  provided  an  update  on:  meeti  ngs  between  DPW,  various  Supervisors,  and 
the  District  Attorney’s  office  to  discuss  a quality  of  life  court;  DPW’s  new 
neighborhood  revitalization  efforts  focusing  on  merchant  corridors;  and  a review  of 
San  Jose’s  blight  ordinance  that  provides  a consistent  and  streamlined  system  of 
enforcement.  Further  details  will  be  provided  at  the  next  meeting;  the  City  Attorney’s 
Office  will  be  asked  to  make  a presentation. 

Officer  Putz  said  it  was  important  to  hear  graffiti  vandalism  cases  in  the  regular 
courts  as  the  community  court  system  does  not  handle  misdemeanors  or  felonies. 
Mr.  Nuru  said  he  was  trying  to  get  out  of  the  community  court  system;  littering 
violations  should  also  go  to  the  regular  court. 

7.  Mr.  Mamak  talked  about  the  Directory  DPW  was  preparing.  He  said  it  was  a work  in 
progress.  Committee  members  and  city  agencies  that  remove  graffiti  were  recently 
given  a one-page  questionnaire  to  complete.  That  data,  along  with  information  on 
partnerships,  and  other  useful  information  will  be  incorporated  into  the  directory. 

Public  Comment:  A request  was  made  of  the  committee  to  consider  the  current  blight  on 

Valencia  around  14th  street-— nearly  every  storefront  window  has  been  destroyed  by  etching. 
Another  request  was  to  consider  the  problem  of  utility  boxes  on  the  street  as  they  are  an  open 
invitation  to  graffiti  vandals. 

Final  Comment  from  the  Chair:  Mr.  Nuru  thanked  everyone  for  coming.  He  asked  members 
to  consider  appointing  a permanent  Chairperson  at  the  next  meeting.

2.  WELCOME  AND  INTRODUCTIONS:  The  Acting  Chair  Mohammed  Nuru  welcomed 
committee  members  to  the  third  official  meeting  of  the  Graffiti  Advisory  Board.  He 
called  on  Cathy  Garza  Legislative  Aide  to  Supervisor  Newsom,  and  Dave 
Greenburg,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  to  provide  an  update  on  the  proposed  graffiti 
amendments  to  the  ordinance.

PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  GRAFFITI  ORDINANCE:  Ms.  Garza  said  the 
file  was  closed,  meaning  that  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  ordinance  have  been 
withdrawn  by  the  Supervisor  as  a courtesy  to  the  Graffiti  Advisory  Board. 

The  language  in  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  ordinance  is  open  to  discussion. 
The  Supervisor  will  consider  all  comments  from  the  public,  including  the  Graffiti 
Advisory  Board  and  the  Small  Business  Commission,  and  will  weigh  them  against 
the  recommendations  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  before  crafting  the  final 
version. 

Mr.  Nuru  recalled  that  extensive  discussions  had  already  occurred  at  the  two 
previous  meetings  of  the  Graffiti  Advisory  Board  with  specific  recommendations  from 
the  San  Francisco  Apartment  Owner’s  Association,  Gideon  Kramer,  and  Ken 
Cleveland  from  BOMA.  He  said  these  should  be  taken  into  consideration  as  each 
member  around  the  table  comments  on  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  ordinance. 

Definition  of  Graffiti 

Mr.  David  Heifer  said  he  wanted  the  words  “marked,  etched,  and  scratched”  removed 
from  the  definition  of  graffiti  - Section  1 302  (c),  line  23.  He  said  it  was  very  costly  to 
the  small  business  owner  to  have  to  repeatedly  replace  storefront  windows  that  have 
been  etched  by  vandals.  There  followed  a lengthy  debate  on  Mr  Heller’s 
recommendation  resulting  in  the  following  comments: 

Etching  is  blight  and  is  already  included  in  the  present  ordinance. 

It  would  be  a step  backward  to  remove  it  from  the  definition. 

Glass  etching  is  just  beginning  to  hit  other  municipalities  and  is  becoming 
a major  problem. 

There  should  be  increased  enforcement  and  fines  for  etching. 

Glass  etchings,  like  other  forms  of  graffiti,  tend  to  spread  if  they  are  not  removed 
in  a timely  manner. 

Etchings  could  be  treated  as  a special  condition  with  the  Director  giving  special 
consideration  to  property  owners  in  dealing  with  the  problem. 

Mr.  Nuru  said  it  was  clear  that  more  thought  needs  to  be  given  to  “etching”  in  the 
proposed  amendments  to  the  ordinance  and  he  suggested  tabling  this  item  until  the 
next  meeting  after  some  more  research  on  the  matter. 

Action  Item:  DPW  will  research  how  other  cities  are  dealing  with  the  problem 
of  etching  and  report  the  findings  to  the  Board  at  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Gideon  Kramer  said  a more  accurate  definition  in  the  ordinance  is  needed  and 
he  suggested  the  term  “defacement”  to  cover  wheat  pasting,  etchings,  etc.  Board 
members  agreed. 

Mr.  Nuni  asked  Mr.  Greenburg,  Deputy  City  Attorney,  to  take  note  of  Mr. 
Kramer’s  request  and  to  add  “defacement”  to  the  definition. 

Mr.  Kramer  added  that  the  underlying  issue  is  enforcement  and  he  hopes  the  City 
will  put  together  a solid  and  comprehensive  package  to  go  after  ‘really  bad”  graffiti. 


Extension  of  Time 


Mr.  Nuru  read  recommendations  put  forth  by  BOMA-a  time  extension  of  15  business 
days  and  a Final  Notice  requirement  in  consideration  of  property  owners  who  lived 
away  from  their  property. 

After  some  discussion,  Mr.  Greenburg  clarified  the  time  extension  allowed  in  the 
proposed  amendment. 

He  said  the  property  owner  has  seven  business  days  to  remove  the  graffiti  OR 
request  a hearing  before  the  Director.  If  the  property  owner  does  not  remove  the 
graffiti  OR  request  a hearing  within  the  seven  business  days,  the  Director  may 
initiate  proceedings  to  enter  the  property  and  abate  the  graffiti  at  the  owner's 
expense. 

Within  the  initial  response  period  of  seven  business  days,  the  property  owner  may 
receive  an  extension  of  an  additional  seven  business  days  in  which  to  remove  the 
graffiti.  Furthermore,  the  Director  has  the  discretion  to  grant  an  extension  for  a 
longer  period  of  time  for  such  conditions  as  extent  of  graffiti,  difficulty  in  accessing 
the  graffiti,  or  financial  burden  on  the  owner. 

In  general,  members  felt  that  the  proposed  amendment  provided  sufficient  time  to 
the  property  owner  to  abate  the  graffiti.  Mr.  Ed  Lee  said  DPW  would  have  to  get  a 
court  order  before  it  could  enter  the  property  to  abate  the  graffiti.  This  would  take 
some  time.  Some  members  felt  that  property  owners  should  treat  graffiti  in  the  same 
way  as  a plumbing  or  other  emergency  to  the  property.  Moreover,  graffiti  is  generally 
on  the  property  for  some  time  before  the  City  comes  around  to  issuing  a notice  of 
violation. 

After  extensive  discussion,  members  unanimously  agreed  that  the  property 
owner  should  be  given  a flat  14  business  days  to  remove  the  graffiti  or  request 
a hearing  before  the  Director.  The  amendment  providing  an  extension  of 
seven  additional  days  should  be  eliminated. 

Ms.  Garza  said  she  intends  to  bring  the  discussion  of  time  extension  and  other 
matters  pertaining  to  the  proposed  ordinance  to  another  level,  namely  the  Small 
Business  Commission,  and  she  was  prepared  to  do  so  without  including  the 
recommendations  from  BOMA. 

Graffiti  on  Public  Property,  Newsracks,  and  Vehicles 

Responding  to  a question  about  removal  of  graffiti  on  public  property,  Mr.  Nuru  said 
DPW  and  non-profit  programs  normally  remove  the  graffiti  from  utility  boxes  and  the 
like  if  the  responsible  parties  do  not  remove  it  in  a timely  manner.  Mr.  Lee  said  as 
part  of  DPWs  permitting  process  the  responsible  parties  are  specifically  requested 
to  take  care  of  their  street  furniture. 

JCDecaux  regularly  maintains  its  street  furniture,  while  ADSHEL  will  maintain  the 
new  pedestal  mounted  newsracks  once  they  are  introduced  later  this  year. 

In  response  to  concerns  about  graffiti  on  vehicles  and  on  newsracks,  Mr.  Nuru 
proposed  two  action  items: 


Action  Item:  DPW  will  do  some  research  on  enforcement  issues  related  to 
graffiti  on  vehicles. 

Action  Item:  Dan  Brugmann,  Manager  of  the  News  rack  Program,  will  be 
Invited  to  the  next  Board  meeting  to  discuss  enforcement  of  the  current 
news  rack  program  and  how  and  when  the  new  pedestal  mounted  newsracks 
will  be  introduced. 

Mr.  Lee  said  he  intended  to  increase  enforcement  of  the  remaining  single  standing 
newsracks  after  the  pedestal-mounted  racks  are  introduced. 

4.  ASSIGNMENT  TO  COMMITTEES:  Mr.  Nuru  said  previous  meetings  of  the  Board 
had  identified  many  important  issues  and  tasks  that  needed  to  be  worked  on.  They 
were  grouped  under  one  of  three  proposed  committees— Education  and  Outreach, 
Enforcement  and  Judicial  Matters,  and  the  new  Graffiti  Ordinance.  One  suggestion 
was  for  members  to  decide  which  committee  they  would  like  to  serve  on,  prioritize 
and  work  on  the  issues,  and  bring  them  to  the  full  Board  for  final  discussion  and 
resolution.  In  this  way  members  would  dictate  what  the  agenda  should  be. 

The  majority  of  members  said  it  was  too  time  consuming  to  serve  on  separate 
committees.  It  was  agreed  that  rather  than  assign  members  to  a committee,  the 
full  Board  tackle  one  issue  at  a time,  beginning  with  the  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Graffiti  Ordinance. 

5.  DESIGNATING  THE  CHAIR  OF  THE  ADVISORY  BOARD:  Mr.  Nuru  was 
unanimously  selected  by  Board  members  to  chair  the  Graffiti  Advisory  Board.  Mr. 
Bruno  then  proposed  that  a non-City  representative  be  given  this  function.  It  was 
agreed  that  at  the  next  meeting  a non-City  representative  from  the  Board  would  be 
designated  co-chair. 

6.  ONE-STOP  QUALITY  OF  LIFE  COURT  PRESENTATION:  Mr.  Nuru  said 
presentation  of  this  item  is  postponed  until  further  notice.  The  District  Attorney’s 
office  is  still  trying  to  figure  out  what  type  of  court  system  to  establish  and  what 
citations  to  attach  to  this  system.  Once  an  appropriate  system  is  in  place  the  City 
will  make  sure  that  it  is  followed  up  with  stringent  enforcement. 

Officer  Putz  said  the  present  community  court  system  coufdn't  issue  bench  warrants 
or  suspend  licenses.  He  supports  a quality  of  life  court  system  with  a Commissioner 
or  Judge  sympathetic  to  enforcement. 

7.  PUBLIC  COMMENT:  There  was  no  public  comment. 

8.  ADJOURNMENT:  Mr.  Nuru  thanked  everyone  for  coming.

2.  WELCOME  AND  INTRODUCTIONS:  The  Co-Chair  Mohammed  Nuru  welcomed 
committee  members  to  the  fourth  official  meeting  of  the  Graffiti  Advisory  Board.  He 
welcomed  our  guests  Gordon  Castro  and  Rob  Boyles  from  the  City  of  San  Jose  and 
called  on  them  to  make  their  presentations.

CITY  OF  SAN  JOSE  ANTI-GRAFFITI  PROGRAM:  Mr.  Gordon  Castro,  Senior 
Maintenance  Worker,  spoke  first.  He  said  the  City  of  San  Jose  approached  the 
problem  of  graffiti  as  if  it  was  “garbage”,  i.e.,  to  be  treated  like  garbage.  He  outlined 
the  City’s  $2.5  million  anti-graffiti  program  (attachment  in  mail)  and  said  San  Jose 
was  97%  graffiti  free.  The  program  employs  a staff  of  10  and  uses  four  service 
trucks.  Paint  matching  is  done  in  the  office.  The  success  of  the  program  is  due  in 
large  part  to  the  Adopt-A-Block  volunteer  component  that  Mr.  Boyles  later 
addressed. 

Property  owners  are  responsible  for  removing  graffiti  from  their  property.  The  City 
will  remove  graffiti  once  every  six  months  at  no  charge.  Property  owners  have  10 
days  to  address  subsequent  graffiti  then  it  goes  to  code  enforcem  ent  handled  by  a 
staff  of  three.  Fines  begin  at  $250.  The  City  recently  provided  a one-ti  me  grant  of 
$150,000  to  assist  merchants  in  repairing  or  replacing  glass  tags  in  the  downtown 
area,  in  exchange  for  a three- year  maintenance  commitment  from  them. 

Mr.  Castro  then  spoke  of  some  glass  etching  preventive  measures  and  referred  to  a 
product  called  Vandal  Shield. 

In  response  to  questions,  Mr.  Castro  said  other  city  agencies  like  the  school  district 
are  responsible  for  removing  its  own  graffiti.  Gang  graffiti  is  addressed  within  24 
hours,  however,  less  than  4%  of  the  graffiti  is  gang-related. 

Mr.  Rob  Boyles,  Volunteer  Coordinator,  said  he  was  pulled  out  of  retirement  four 
years  ago  to  conduct  outreach  and  recruit  volunteers.  From  a beginning  of  250 
volunteers  the  program  today  has  2,700  volunteers.  Volunteers  are  given  supplies 
and  remove  as  little  or  as  much  graffiti  as  they  want.  They  take  care  of  their  own 
neighborhood  and  do  not  have  to  report  to  anyone. 

Mr.  Boyles  said  the  key  to  success  is  having  a committed  and  passionate  volunteer 
coordinator,  attending  community  and  business  meetings,  and  having  the  paint 
(limited  to  four  colors)  and  other  supplies  available  for  distribution  at  these  meetings. 
Many  children  and  young  adults  are  recruited  but  if  they  are  under  18  parental 
consent  is  required.  He  said  it  is  just  as  important  to  keep  the  volunteers.  Mr. 

Boyles  tries  to  call  at  least  10  volunteers  every  day  to  thank  them. 

Mr.  Nuru  asked  if  he  met  with  the  resistance  commonly  expressed  here  that  “It  is  the 
City’s  responsibility,  not  mine”.  My  Boyles  said  this  was  the  initial  response  of  some 
people  but  he  would  tell  them  the  problem  is  too  big  for  a city  agency  to  handle  and  it 
would  continue  to  be  a problem  without  their  help. 

With  respect  to  the  timely  repair  of  glass  taggings,  Mr.  Boyles  said  he  understood 
where  the  “victimized”  merchant  was  coming  from.  His  response  is  to  point  out  that 
the  merchant  was  loosing  income  because  of  the  visual  blight. 

DPW  NEWSRACK  PROGRAM:  Mr.  Dan  Brugmann,  Manager  of  the  DPW 
news  rack  program,  provided  an  overview  of  the  current  program.  He  said  there  is  a 
set  of  regulations  that  publishers  must  follow.  There  are  approximately  13,000 
free  standing  newsracks  in  the  City.  There  are  no  limits  in  terms  of  the  number  of 


racks  that  publishers  can  install,  but  they  must  be  properly  maintained.  To  date, 
2,500  citations  have  been  issued  for  improperly  maintained  and  abandoned 
newsracks,  and  900  have  been  seized — each  resulting  in  a $50  fine.  Publishers 
have  10  days  to  respond  to  a complaint  before  a newsrack  is  ceased. 

Beginning  later  this  year,  the  first  of  a total  of  1,000  pedestal-mounted  newsracks  will 
be  installed  and  maintained  by  a vendor,  beginning  at  Market  and  Van  Ness  to  the 
Embarcadero,  and  later  extending  to  various  other  parts  of  the  city.  Four  hundred 
and  eighty  five  of  the  downtown  newsracks  will  be  allowed  to  carry  advertising  thus 
making  the  program  free  of  cost  to  the  city.  Publishers  will  be  charged  an  annual  fee 
of  $30  for  box  space. 

UPDATE  ON  THE  ORDINANCE:  Ms.  Kathy  Garza  provided  members  with  an 
update  on  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  graffiti  ordinance  and  handed  out  the 
latest  version  (attachment  in  mail).  The  word  “etching”  has  been  removed  and  will 
be  dealt  with  in  a separate  ordinance.  The  final  proposal  will  be  based  on  feedback 
from  the  Advisory  Board  and  the  Small  Business  Commission  before  it  is  submitted 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mr.  John  Gray  pointed  to  a loophole  in  the  proposed  ordinance,  namely  the  omission 
of  graffiti  on  vehicles.  Mr.  Nuru  said  any  omission  can  be  added  later.  It 
is  important  not  to  complicate  the  process  and  to  get  the  present  proposal  through. 
He  said  the  department  has  been  working  on  a draft  Blight  Ordinance  and  recently 
Supervisor  Fiona  Ma  had  expressed  a lot  of  interest  in  the  proposal. 

Mr.  Nuru  said  it  was  important  for  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Board  to  attend 
meetings  and  to  let  the  Small  Business  Commission  and  others  know  how  strongly 
they  feel  about  the  new  Graffiti  ordinance. 

PRESENTATION  OF  FINDINGS  FROM  RESEARCH  ON  GLASS  TAGGING  AND 
GRAFFITI  ON  VEHICLES:  Mr.  Alex  Mamak  summarized  his  research  findings  on 
on  glass  tagging  and  graffiti  on  vehicles. 

With  respect  to  glass  tagging,  the  cities  exam  ined  acknowledge  that  glass  tagging  is 
a highly  destructive  form  of  graffiti  and  is  becoming  more  severe.  Glass  tagging  is 
included  in  most  definitions  of  graffiti  and  cities  require  property  owners  to  repair  or 
replace  damaged  glass  in  a timely  manner.  However,  they  also  acknowledge  the 
expense  involved  and  prefer  to  focus  on  (1)  educating  merchants  about  inexpensive 
techniques  for  repair  or  prevention;  (2)  apprehending  and  convicting  taggers  and 
seeking  monetary  restitution;  (3)  putting  glass  cutting  and  etching  materials  under 
lock  and  key  and  prohibiting  the  sale  to  minors;  and  (4)  offering  monetary  rewards 
for  the  apprehension  of  vandals. 

With  respect  to  graffiti  on  vehicles,  Daly  City  considers  it  a visual  blight  and  a section 
in  its  public  nuisance  code  lists  the  violation  and  penalties  involved.  However,  Daly 
City  has  not  been  successful  i n enforcing  this  section  of  the  code. 


7.  SELECTION  OF  CO-CHAIR:  Mr.  David  Heller  expressed  interest  in  serving  as  a 
Co-Chair  along  with  Mr.  Anthony  Bruno.  Rather  than  have  three  co-chairs,  Mr. 
Bruno  and  Mr.  Heller  agreed  to  each  serve  for  a three-month  period  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board.  This  will  be  put  to  a vote  at  the  next  Advisory  Board  meeting. 

8.  OTHER  ITEMS:  Officer  Christopher  Putz  said  the  SFPD  had  recently  convened  a 

grand  jury  to  review  a number  of  high  profile  graffiti  cases.  As  a result,  several 
people  who  came  together  solely  for  the  purpose  of  committing  felony  graffiti  crimes 
were  just  indicted.  Arrest  warrants  of  up  to  $250,000  have  been  issued  to  the  five 
people  indicted.  The  matter  will  be  presented  to  the  Police  Commission  at  the 
Richmond  Police  Station  at  6 p.m.  on  Wednesday,  April  23,  2003. 

8.  PUBLIC  COMMENT:  There  was  no  public  comment. 

10.  ADJOURNMENT:  Mr.  Nuru  thanked  everyone  for  coming.

2.  WELCOME  AND  INTRODUCTIONS:  The  Co-Chair,  Mohammed  Nuru,  welcomed 
committee  members  to  the  fifth  official  meeting  of  the  Graffiti  Advisory  Board  and 
announced  Public  Works  Week  activities  scheduled  for  the  week  of  May  19th and 
invited  taskforce  members  to  participate.

3.  Proposed  amendments  to  Public  Works  Code  Article  23,  governing  removal  of 
graffiti  from  private  property:  Mr.  Nuru  asked  for  feedback  on  the  latest  draft  of 
the  graffiti  ordinance  noting  that  BOMA  is  communicating  directly  with  Supervisor 
Newsom’s  office.  Mr.  Bruno  suggested  that  the  incentives  and  penalties  in  the 
ordinance  were  appropriate.  Mr.  Nuru  asked  for  consensus  on  the  proposed 
ordinance.  Mr.  Heller  suggested  15  working  days  for  removal  of  graffiti.  Ms. 

Albertson  of  the  Chamber  offered  to  work  with  Norcal  to  get  free  paint  for  the 
program.  Mr.  Gray  of  the  Sheriffs  office  suggested  adding  the  word  “affix”  to  the 
ordinance  to  deal  with  slap  tags.  Ms.  Viera  made  a motion  to  accept  the  ordinance 
as  is.  Mr.  Bruno  seconded  the  motion.  A second  motion  was  made  to  add  the  word 
“affix”  to  the  ordinance  and  was  accepted.  A vote  of  6 yeses  and  2 nos  was  recorded 
to  recommend  the  ordinance,  with  the  word  ‘affix’  added,  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  Mr.  Cleveland  of  BOMA  asked  that  the  motion  be  rescinded  and  that 
each  item  in  the  ordinance  be  voted  on  separately.  A motion  was  put  forward  and 
seconded  to  rescind  the  vote.  A vote  of  5 no  votes  and  2 yes  votes  were  recorded 
and  the  motion  to  rescind  the  previous  vote  did  not  pass.  Ms.  Garza  and  Ms.  Hoctor 
abstained  from  voting. 

4.  Designate  a non-City  representative  Co-Chair:  Mr.  Bruno  suggested  that  any 
member  who  wished  to  serve  as  co-chair  should  nominate  themself.  Mr.  Bruno 
nominated  himself  as  co-chair  and  Mr.  Heller  nominated  himself  to  serve  as  co-chair. 
A vote  of  7 for  each'  was  recorded.  A second  vote  was  taken  and  Mr . Heller  received 
5 votes  and  Mr.  Bruno  received  7 votes.  A recommendation  was  made  to  make  the 
term  of  co-chair  one  year. 

5.  Outreach  and  Volunteer  Recruitment  Program:  Ms.  Viera  asked  Director  Lee  if  a 
DPW  staff  person  could  be  assigned  to  run  a graffiti  volunteer  program.  Mr.  Nuru 
suggested  that  the  Clean  City  Coalition  should  be  considered  to  run  the  community 
organizing  function  of  the  program.  Director  Lee  asked  for  the  group  to  identify  goals 
for  the  volunteer  outreach  and  education  program  and  suggested  that  quantifying 
tags  and  removal  would  be  key  to  the  program  and  suggested  creating  a database  to 
keep  track  of  the  program.  Mr.  Nuru  suggested  collecting  data  of  where  graffiti  is, 
dividing  the  city  by  blocks  and  recruiting  volunteers  who  will  take  responsibility  for 
those  blocks  as  well  as  making  graffiti  vandals  responsible  for  the  areas  they  have 
tagged,  similar  to  the  San  Jose  program.  Mr.  Bruno  suggested  recruiting  volunteers 
at  churches  and  homeless  shelters.  Ms.  Cuadra  of  DPW  explained  that  all  volunteers 
would  need  training.  Mr.  Heller  suggested  that  the  Graffiti  Task  Force  can  be  used  to 
influence  judges  to  increase  the  hours  offenders  receive.  DPW  will  explore  the  ideas 
before  the  next  meeting.  DPW  will  also  prepare  data  that  is  already  collected  and 
organized  regarding  graffiti  and  bring  it  to  the  next  meeting  as  a starting  point. 

6.  New  Business:  A suggestion  was  made  to  add  an  item  to  the  next  agenda  to  define 
term  limits  for  non-citizen  and  citizen  co-chair  as  well  as  for  task  force  members.

2.  Proposed  Anti-Graffiti  Outreach  and  Volunteer  Program:  Mohammed  Nuru 
presented  a draft  model  for  the  proposed  San  Francisco  Anti-Graffiti  Program  in 
which  volunteers  and/or  groups  are  assigned  in  each  district  to  hot  spot  corridors  and 
commit  for  time  periods  of  at  least  two  years.  He  suggested  replicating  Gideon 
Cramer  and  Joe  Porcoro’s  anti-graffiti  efforts  by  creating  zones  and  having  people  or 
groups  responsible  for  keeping  them  graffiti-free.  He  asked  for  comments:  Ron 
Vinson  suggested  using  Project  20  volunteers;  Ken  Cleaveland  suggested  providing 
volunteers  with  badges,  vests,  certificates  of  appreciation  and  to  investigate  what 
kind  of  workers  comp,  insurance  might  be  needed;  John  Gray  suggested  using  other 
organizations  databases  to  find  volunteers;  David  Heller  suggested  going  to  Police 
meetings  to  recruit  volunteers;  Harry  Dorfman  suggested  that  volunteers  be  provided

start  recruitment  and  target  organized  volunteer  groups;  David  Heller  suggested 
setting  up  a group  to  go  and  speak  at  community  meetings  by  district;  Joe  Porcoro 
suggested  that  volunteer  commitment  would  expand  as  corridors  became  clean  and 
volunteer  expanded  the  area  they  cover;  John  Gray  reported  that  keeping  all  of  the 
street  furniture  the  same  color  is  helpful  for  painting  out  graffiti;  and  Officer  Putz 
suggested  finding  a volunteer  coordinator  for  the  program. 

Mohammed  reported  that  DPW  will  consider  all  of  the  feedback  and  make  a formal 
presentation  at  the  next  Graffiti  Task  Force  meeting. 

3.  Discussion  of  graffiti  vandal  prosecutions:  Assistant  District  Attorney  Harry 
Dorfman  presented  information  on  what  the  District  Attorney’s  office  is  doing 
regarding  graffiti  prosecutions.  He  emphasized  that  property  owners  and  the  public 
need  to  report  tags  and  testify  during  graffiti  cases  and  that  it  is  important  for 
volunteers  and  property  owners  to  help  gather  evidence  by  taki  ng  photos  of  tags 
before  they  are  painted  over.  Mohammed  Nuru  asked  if  graffiti  vandals  could  be  held 
responsible  for  keeping  certain  blocks  in  the  city  graffiti-free  as  part  of  their  sentence, 
and  Mr.  Dorfman  thought  it  was  a reasonable  condition  of  probation  for  graffiti 
offenders.  He  reported  that  a challenge  in  the  district  attorney’s  offices  is  that  there 
are  sometimes  no  consequences  when  offenders  violate  their  probation.  Mr. 

Dorfman  reported  that  the  penalties  for  graffiti  taggers  were  severe  enough,  but  that 
judges  needed  to  issue  more  severe  sentences.  Machaela  Hoctor  suggested 
educating  judges  about  the  fiscal  impact  of  graffiti  damage  and  educate  them  about 
alternative  sentencing.  John  Gray  suggested  sending  a letter  from  the  Task  Force  to 
judges  to  educate  them . Marc  Bruno  suggested  asking  a former  graffiti  vandal  to 
speak  to  the  Task  Force  for  educational  purposes. 

4.  Term  Limits:  The  group  discussed  term  limits  for  the  co-chairs  and  members  of  the 
Task  Force.  Christine  Falvey  reported  that  establishing  term  limits  for  members 
would  require  board  action,  but  that  the  group  can  establish  I imits  for  the  co-chairs 
internally.  Ken  Cleaveland  stated  turn  over  would  be  positive  to  allow  a variety  of 
people  to  serve  on  the  Task  Force.  Machaela  Hoctor  suggested  staggered  terms  for 
continuity;  Marc  Bruno  suggested  a one-year  term  for  chairs  with  a one-year 
extension.  No  action  necessary  at  this  time. 

5.  New  Business:  No  new  business  identified. 

6.  Public  Comment:  There  was  no  public  comment. 

7.  Adjournment:  Mr.  Nuru  adjourned  the  meeting  at  6:40  p.m.

Update  on  Graffiti  Ordinance:  Cathy  Garza  of  Supervisor  Newsom's  Office  gave 
an  update  on  the  graffiti  ordinance.  The  legislation  has  been  sent  to  the  Small 
Business  Commission  to  allow  them  to  take  a position  on  the  legislation.

She  reported 
a steady  decline  in  youth  offending  cases  over  the  last  three  years.  She  attributed 
this  decline  to  a decline  in  police  officers  dedicated  to  graffiti  crimes.  There  was 
formerly  a police  unit  dedicated  to  graffiti  crime,  and  now  there  is  one  officer.  She 
reported  that  if  an  offender  is  under  13  years  of  age,  there  is  a mandatory  one-year 
delay  in  getting  his  or  her  driver’s  license.  She  also  reported  that  she  can  seek 
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restitution  for  such  offences  with  a maximum  of  $869.75.  For  possessing  an  illegal 
marker  (over  !4  inch  tip),  an  offender  can  be  ordered  to  pay  $339.90.  In  lieu  of  paying 
fines,  offenders  can  choose  up  to  96  hours  of  community  service  in  addition  to  a 
police  officer  speaking  to  the  parent  regarding  the  illegal  behavior.  If  damage  is  over 
$400  the  offense  is  considered  a felony,  and  if  it  is  under  $400,  it  is  considered  a 
misdemeanor.  She  reported  two  programs  available  to  youth  offenders,  in  addition  to 
paying  fines  or  performing  community  service:  1.)  Job  Readiness  through  a program 
called  The  Enterprise  Program  2.)  Life  Management  Skills  Program,  a three-hour 
seminar  that  discusses  decision-making  skills.  With  these  programs  in  place, 
recidivism  is  close  to  0.

2.  Approval  of  December  Meeting  Minutes  - Tabled 
Tabled  until  March  meeting  because  there  was  no  quorum. 

3.  District  Attorney  Community  Courts  Presentation 

Mitchell  Salazar  presented  the  Community  Court  system,  which  handles 
misdemeanor  cases  referred  by  the  District  Attorney.  California  Community  Dispute 
Services  (CCDS)  administers  the  Community  Courts,  which  are  currently  operating 
in  nine  San  Francisco  neighborhoods.  The  4,000  cases  that  come  before  the 
community  courts  deal  with  quality-of-life  issues  that  range  from  small  batteries  and 
neighborhood  disputes  to  dumping,  vandalism,  trespassing  and  shoplifting.  The 
defendants  are  predominantly  non-juvenile  first  offenders.  A 4-person  panel 
comprised  of  neighbors  and  community  workers  hear  the  cases  and  decide  the 
sentences.  Panel  members  are  volunteers  who  receive  a day  of  training  from  the 
CCDS.  Sentences  are  monetary  fines  or  mandatory  classes,  such  as  the  shoplifting 
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school.  Community  service,  which  is  usually  done  in  the  neighborhood  where  the 
crime  is  committed,  is  offered  as  an  alternative  to  paying  a fine.  The  people  who 
come  before  the  Community  Court  are  allowed  to  bring  their  own  attorneys  and  have 
the  option  to  go  back  to  850  Bryant.  Salazar  explained  that  Community  Courts  rarely 
hear  graffiti  cases.  They  are  normally  referred  to  Superior  Court,  where  defendants 
are  represented  by  public  defenders.  The  courts  send  most  graffiti  cases  to  the  Pre- 
trial Diversion  program  to  do  50  hours  of  graffiti  removal  in  5 to  6 neighborhoods. 
Mark  Bruno  asked  what  the  advantage  would  be  to  have  the  Community  Courts  hear 
graffiti  cases.  According  to  Salazar,  the  only  difference  is  that  neighborhood  people 
hear  the  cases.  He  advised  the  task  force  not  to  change  things  if  the  system  was 
working.  Christopher  Putz  reported  that  the  Pre-trial  Diversion  program  is  working 
and  that  they  only  try  three  cases  a month. 

4.  Bylaws  -Tabled 

Michaela  Hoctor  was  not  present  and  the  by-laws  discussion  was  tabled  until  the 
next  meeting. 

5.  Abandoned  Buildings 

Mark  Bruno  asked  whether  the  task  force  could  find  ways  to  get  residents  to  fix 
abandoned  buildings.  He  said  that  he  had  to  call  six  different  departments  to  report 
a fire  hazard  in  an  abandoned  building  on  his  block.  Mohammed  Nuru  said  that  the 
City  could  get  involved  when  a building  is  inhabited,  but  there  needed  to  be  a blight 
ordinance  such  as  Daly  City  has  in  order  to  compel  property  owners  to  meet  certain 
criteria  for  vacant  buildings.  He  suggested  that  the  Task  Force  re-circulate  the  Blight 
Ordinance. 

6.  Graffiti  Ordinance 

Mohammed  Nuru  gave  an  update  on  the  progress  of  the  Graffiti  Ordinance.  He 
urged  members  of  the  Task  Force  to  start  building  support  for  the  ordinance  in  the 
community  and  with  the  Supervisors  on  the  committee  that  must  recommend  the 
Graffiti  Ordinance  to  the  full  Board. 

Gideon  Kramer  proposed  having  a single  judge  preside  over  graffiti  cases  and  said 
that  he  had  spoken  with  Judge  Donna  Hitchens  about  this.  Christopher  Putz  reported 
that  graffiti  cases  are  time  consuming  because  there  are  a lot  of  questions  about 
graffiti  that  have  to  be  discussed  with  the  judge.

Paul 
Hutcheson  from  the  SF  Chronicle  reported  on  their  graffiti  abatement  efforts 
and  said  that  delivery  of  the  papers  shouldn’t  be  impeded  by  the  cleaning  of 
the  racks.  Although  they  have  no  budget  for  graffiti  abatement,  SBC’s  Bob 
Pickard  reported  that  they  do  it  as  needed.  Several  Task  Force  members 
stated  that  they  have  had  to  remove  graffiti  from  the  Chronicle’s  newsracks 
and  the  phone  company’s  boxes.

June  Graffiti  Advisory  Board  Minutes 


6.  New  Business  - 

- Gideon  Kramer  commented  that  the  Advisory  Board  has  not  accomplished 
very  much.  He  recommended  that  the  group  do  the  following: 

1 . Invite  Presiding  Judge  Donna  Hitchens  of  Superior  Court  to 
the  July  meeting  to  inform  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  situation 
with  prosecuting  graffiti  cases.  The  vast  majority  of  taggers 
go  though  a revolving  door; 

2.  Continue  to  engage  all  the  agencies  in  abating  graffiti; 

3.  Have  a thorough  discussion  about  the  draft  graffiti 
ordinance,  particularly  the  3-week  grace  period  for  the 
merchants,  which  anyone  who  abates  graffiti  knows,  would 
render  the  ordinance  ineffective. 

4.  Invite  the  Mayor  to  an  Advisory  Board  meeting  and  ask  for 
his  proactive  support. 

5.  Find  out  which  judges  are  proactive  and  funnel  all  graffiti 
cases  through  one  judge. 

- Christopher  Putz  reported  that  San  Francisco  is  extremely  lenient  with  first 
time  offenders.  He  recommended  that  the  community  service  hours  for 
pre-trial  diversion  be  increased  from  50  to  75  or  100  hours,  as  other 
counties  do,  to  show  the  seriousness  of  the  crime.  He  also  would  like  to 
have  one  judge  hear  all  the  cases. 

- Machaela  Hoctor  recommended  providing  training  forjudges,  which  might 
be  done  at  a judges'  gathering  arranged  through  the  Judicial  Council.  She 
also  suggested  that  the  Advisory  Board  let  elected  officials  know  how 
concerned  the  community  is  with  graffiti  vandalism. 

- Ray  Favetti  said  that  the  School  District  understands  that  the  money  spent 
on  graffiti  abatement  could  be  used  for  other  things.  They  want  to  support 
aggressive  prosecution  to  modify  behavior  but  the  judicial  system  is  a 
roadblock. 

- Machaela  Hoctor  reminded  the  group  that  their  legislative  mandate  is  to 
preparing  a plan  to  consolidate  public  and  private  initiatives  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  how  to  allocate  existing 
graffiti  funding  and  on  the  efficiency  of  graffiti  enforcement.  The  report, 
which  is  due  in  August,  should  be  presented  in  a Grand  Jury  type  finding 
with  supporting  data.  Hoctor  also  proposed  that  the  Advisory  Board 
develop  a specific  timeline  and  list  of  things  to  be  accomplished  against 
the  timeline. 

- Julia  Viera  suggested  having  a strategic  planning  committee  to  develop  a 
timeline.

- Marc  Bruno  stated  that  the  Advisory  Board  was  also  created  to  strengthen 
the  graffiti  ordinance.  He  expressed  concern  that  the  ordinance  hasn’t 
been  introduced  yet  and  that  no  supervisors  have  been  approached  to

- Machaela  Hoctor  informed  the  group  that  Cathy  Garza  is  no  longer 
working  in  the  Mayor’s  Office.

2.  Welcome  and  Introductions 

All  present  introduced  themselves. 
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3.  Superior  Court:  Judge  Mary  Morgan  described  the  computerized  process 
that  assigns  serious  criminal  felony  cases  to  the  Superior  Court’s  four 
preliminary  hearing  courts  and  then  on  to  the  eight  felony  courts.  She 
explained  that  graffiti  cases  are  usually  filed  as  misdemeanor  vandalism 
cases  and  go  to  pre-trial  diversion.  Joe  Pocorro  asked  if  it  would  be  possible 
to  assign  all  graffiti  cases  to  one  judge.  John  Gray  added  that  there  was  a 
65%  reduction  in  juvenile  graffiti  cases  since  juvenile  court  began  assigning 
them  to  one  judge.  Judge  Morgan  responded  that  the  possibility  of  a single 
assignment  judge  wasn’t  likely  and  pointed  out  the  downsides  of  appointing 
one  judge.  However,  she  said  that  she  would  bring  it  up  her  colleagues  and 
would  also  talk  to  the  Juvenile  Court  judge.  Mohammed  Nuru  suggested 
setting  up  a special  court  dedicated  to  quality  of  life  issues  that  would  include 
graffiti.  Ed  Lee  asked  the  judge  how  the  Advisory  Board  could  more 
consistently  educate  judges  and  engage  them  in  the  ongoing  dialogue  about 
graffiti.  Judge  Morgan  responded  that  judges  are  sworn  to  uphold  the 
Constitution  and  are  not  supposed  to  be  swayed  by  advocacy,  but  she 
suggested  that  the  Advisory  Board  begin  by  sending  her  information  about 
the  psychological  underpinnings  of  graffiti  vandalism.  She  also  encouraged 
the  community  to  get  more  involved  by  attending  court  proceedings.  When 
David  Heller  pointed  out  that  the  community  was  very  involved  in  the  Geary 
Blvd.  graffiti  case,  but  the  judge  set  the  damages  too  low,  she  said  that 
victims  should  have  good  contact  with  the  District  Attorney’s  Office  and  the 
Probation  Department,  since  judges  rely  on  their  information  to  determine  the 
amount  of  the  restitution  the  vandal  must  pay. 

4.  Approval  of  May  & June  Meeting  Minutes  - approved  with  corrections. 

5.  Voting  for  Co-Chair  Positions  - Although  the  co-chair’s  terms  are 
staggered,  it  was  noted  there  are  no  specific  start  times  for  each  term  in  the 
by-laws  and  both  Mohammed  Nuru  and  Marc  Bruno’s  terms  are  up.  There 
was  a motion  to  change  the  by-laws  to  elect  one  co-chair  in  July  and  the  other 
in  January.  The  motion  was  tabled  for  the  August  meeting.  David  Heller 
motioned  that  Mohammed  be  re-elected  for  a term  of  July  to  July  and  that 
Marc  Bruno  be  up  for  election  in  January.  This  motion  was  passed.

Gideon  Kramer’s  brochure/surface  mounted  facility  program-  Ed  Lee 

reported  on  the  progress  of  Gideon’s  Information  piece  listing  all  the  different 
kinds  of  street  furniture  and  who  owns  them.  He  said  that  contact  information 
for  each  agency  would  be  added.  This  led  to  a discussion  about  the  pros  and 
cons  of  consolidating  all  the  abatement  monies  in  the  DPW  budget  and 
having  their  department  take  care  of  all  graffiti  removal  of  street  furniture.

Marc  Bruno  suggested  that  a 
representative  from  every  agency  should  attend  each  Advisory  Board 
meeting.  Julia  Viera  declared  that  getting  the  issue  of  agency  responsibility 
resolved  is  the  most  important  thing  that  the  Advisory  Board  could 
accomplish.  Machaela  Hoctor  recommended  that  the  Abatement  Committee 
review  this  issue  and  make  recommendations.  Surface  mounted  utilities 
graffiti  abatement  will  be  a discussion  item  on  next  month’s  agenda.

September  Graffiti  Advisory  Board  Minutes 


2.  Welcome  and  introductions. 

Supervisor  Sean  Elsbernd  stopped  by  let  Advisory  Board  members  know  that 
he  would  put  the  Graffiti  Ordinance  on  the  calendar  of  the  next  City  Services 
Committee.  He  encouraged  board  member  to  attend  and  talk  about  the 
process  and  what  the  group  is  working  on.  Ed  Lee  suggested  reporting  on 
what  the  group  had  done  in  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.  The  Supervisor 
said  that  he  would  work  with  the  board  on  a separate  ordinance  for  moving 
vehicles  that  are  tagged. 

Christopher  Putz  introduced  Jake  Mumford  of  the  AMTRAK  Police 
Department,  who  works  on  graffiti  vandalism  cases  with  the  SFPD  and  got 
Amtrak  and  Caltrans  to  clear  their  tunnels  and  entryways  of  graffiti. 

Supervisor  Bevan  Dufty  talked  about  the  ordinance  that  he  introduced  with 
five  other  supervisors  to  get  graffiti-proof  sheeting  for  DPT  signs  so  that  the 
sign  shop  could  get  more  money  next  year.  He  said  that  he  would  put  the 
Graffiti  Ordinance  on  the  City  Services  Committee  for  September  30.  Board 
members  discussed  the  difficulty  of  abating  graffitied  parking  signs. 

Mohammed  welcomed  Paul  Henderson,  who  is  the  District  Attorney’s  new 
point  person  for  graffiti  cases  and  will  be  attending  Advisory  Board  meetings. 
Paul  said  that  Graffiti  Advisory  Board  and  other  groups  would  be  more 
involved  in  how  the  cases  will  be  handled.  Julia  Viera  asked  that  he  take  back 
a message  to  the  District  Attorney  that  the  community  cares  about  this  issue.

Ed  Lee  reported  on  the  Mayor’s  letter  to  the  heads  of  all  City  Agencies 
ordering  them  to  have  a 48-hour  graffiti  abatement  program.  The  Mayor  will 
personally  commit  to  calling  50  property  owners  and  go  after  those  entities 
that  are  not  responding.  The  Mayor  expressed  appreciation  for  the  work  of 
the  Advisory  Board  and  the  volunteers.  He  will  consider  doing  an  op-ed  pierce 
with  community  groups  to  go  after  agencies  who  are  not  abating  graffiti  and 
will  support  the  law  enforcement  aspect  as  well. 
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5.  Standing  Committee  Reports 

Law  Enforcement:  Machaela  Hoctor  reported  that  the  Law  Enforcement 
Committee  set  three  priorities:  1)  work  closely  with  Paul  Henderson  of  the 
District  Attorney’s  office  and  gather  a list  of  all  graffiti  related  cases  and  track 
them  by  participating  in  Court  Watch;  2)  organize  judicial  training  to  give 
judges  to  provide  background  on  the  breadth  of  the  graffiti  problem;  and 
3)  review  pre-trial  diversion  qualifications.  Ed  Lee  reported  that  the  DA 
agreed  that  whoever  gets  caught  will  have  a rap  sheet  and  their  offenses  will 
be  tracked.  He  said  that  the  DA’s  office  has  asked  DPW  to  quickly  produce 
actual  costs  of  removing  the  graffiti.  Machaela  Hoctor  added  that  when 
expenses  exceed  $400  the  DA  could  charge  a case  as  a felony.  Ed  Lee 
added  that  the  Mayor  wants  Project  20  to  assign  people  to  work  off  their 
community  services  by  cleaning  up  litter  and  removing  graffiti. 

Education  Committee:  Steven  Shinn  reported  that  the  committee  will  focus 
on:  1)  finding  out  what  education  is  being  done  by  the  police,  the  public  and 
private  schools,  the  arts  schools,  etc.;  2)  educating  the  public  about  the  cost 
of  graffiti  and  how  it  affects  their  lives;  and  3)  getting  a SF-based  advertising 
agency  to  develop  an  anti-graffiti  campaign  to  get  the  message  out  on 
outdoor  advertising  space  donated  by  Viacom.  Gideon  Kramer  suggested 
working  with  a focus  group  to  create  messages  that  can  reach  youth  through 
the  schools.

An  act  to  add  and  repeal  Section  13849  of  the  Penal  Code,  relating 
to  graffiti  prevention,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

LEGISLATIVE  COUNSEL'S  DIGEST 


AB  528,  as  introduced,  Aghazarian.  Graffiti  prevention:  "Tag,  You' 
re  It”  Act  of  2007. 

Existing  law  establishes  various  crime  prevention  programs. 

This  bill  would  establish  a graffiti  prevention  pilot  program,  to 
be  known  as  the  "Tag,  You're  It"  Act  of  2007,  to  fund,  through 
grants,  specified  graffiti  prevention  and  prosecution  efforts  in  5 
counties,  as  specified  and  administered  by  the  Office  of  Emergency 
Services.  The  bill  would  require  a report  to  the  Legislature  and  the 
Governor,  not  later  than  January  1,  2011,  regarding  the  program,  as 
specified.  The  bill  would  provide  that  these  provisions  would  be 
repealed  as  of  January  1,  2012. 

The  bill  would  appropriate  $5,000,000  from  the  General  Fund  to  the 
Office  of  Emergency  Services  to  fund  the  program. 

Vote:  2/3.  Appropriation:  yes.  Fiscal  committee:  yes. 
State-mandated  local  program:  no. 


THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA  DO  ENACT  AS  FOLLOWS: 

SECTION  1.  This  act  shall  be  known,  and  may  be  cited  as,  the  "Tag, 
You're  It"  Act  of  2007. 

SEC.  2.  The  Legislature  finds  and  declares  the  following: 

(a)  The  California  Research  Bureau  estimates  that  the  statewide 
cost  of  graffiti  abatement  is  potentially  upwards  of  $350  million 
annually. 

(b)  Public  costs,  borne  entirely  by  local  governments,  were 
estimated  at  over  $255  million. 

(c)  Costs  to  businesses,  property  owners,  and  individuals 
constituted  an  additional  $80  million  annually. 

(d)  In  addition,  this  estimate  does  not  include  the  amount  of 
wasted  time  and  energy  spent  by  individuals  and  local  governments 
cleaning  graffiti  when  they  could  be  engaged  in  more  productive 
behavior . 

(e)  The  survey  also  found  that  Santa  Rosa  spent  $250,000  on 
graffiti  cleanup. 

(f)  According  to  the  city's  Legislative  Analyst,  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco  spent  $22  million  on  graffiti  abatement  in 
2005. 

(g)  Smaller  cities  also  face  high  costs.  The  city  of  Gardena,  a 
suburb  of  Los  Angeles,  estimates  the  cost  of  its  graffiti  abatement 
program  at  $150,000  a year. 

(h)  The  city  of  Escondido,  a suburb  of  San  Diego,  spent  about 
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$150,000  a year  on  graffiti  cleanup  according  to  its  Graffiti  Task 
Force . 

(i)  Graffiti  vandalism  imposes  heavy  costs  on  California 
communities.  A 2002  survey  of  communities  by  Public  Technology,  Inc., 
found  that  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  spends  about  $55  million  per  year 
on  graffiti  removal,  the  City  of  San  Jose  spends  about  $3  million, 
and  in  1999  Sacramento  County  spent  about  $500,000.  A February  2005 
Legislative  Analyst  report  estimated  that  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  spends  $22  million  per  year  in  cleanup  and  repair  costs.  In 
1998,  the  United  States  Department  of  Justice  estimated  that 
vandalism  costs  schools,  homeowners,  businesses,  youth,  and  others 
nationwide  more  than  $15  billion  a year. 

(j)  Graffiti  vandalism  is  often  associated  with  gang  crime  and 
leads  to  a sense  that  a neighborhood  is  unsafe. 

{k)  In  an  article  in  the  March  1982  issue  of  the  Atlantic  Monthly 
titled  "Broken  Windows, " criminologists  James  Q.  Wilson  and  George 
Kelling  argued  that  quality  of  life  crimes  like  vandalism  lead  to  a 
sense  of  community  disorder  and  that  this  creates  an  atmosphere  in 
which  more  disorder  and  more  serious  crime  will  follow. 

(l)  Californians  have  a right  to  feel  safe  in  their  communities. 
Widespread  graffiti  vandalism  sends  the  message  that  public  spaces 
are  not  safe  and  community  pride  is  negatively  impacted. 

(m)  Many  jurisdictions  have  not  devoted  sufficient  resources  to 
investigating  and  prosecuting  graffiti  vandalism  because  of  resource 
constraints,  the  prevalence  of  other  crimes  in  the  jurisdiction,  and 
other  enforcement  priorities. 

(n)  The  state  should  provide  additional  resources  to  jurisdictions 
that  are  willing  to  dedicate  resources  to  address  graffiti 
vandalism,  aggressively  investigate  and  prosecute  graffiti  vandalism, 
and  ensure  that  graffiti  vandalism  is  promptly  removed  and  affected 
property  owners  compensated  for  losses  resulting  from  graffiti 
vandalism. 

SEC.  3.  Section  13849  is  added  to  the  Penal  Code,  to  read: 

13849.  (a)  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  Office  of  Emergency 

Services,  Division  of  Law  Enforcement  and  Victim  Services,  a pilot 
program  of  financial  and  technical  assistance  designated  as  the  "Tag, 
You're  It"  Graffiti  Vandalism  Prevention  and  Prosecution  Program. 

(b)  The  allocation  and  award  of  funds  under  this  section  shall  be 
made  on  application  executed  by: 

(1)  A county  district  attorney. 

(2)  The  county  sheriff,  a police  chief  within  the  county  of  the 
district  attorney  filing  the  application,  or  both  the  sheriff  and  one 
or  more  police  chiefs  within  that  county.  The  application  shall 
state  that  the  district  attorney  and  law  enforcement  applicants 
jointly  agree  to  work  collaboratively  to  address  the  problem  of 
graffiti  vandalism  in  the  jurisdiction  covered  by  the  application. 

The  application  need  not  apply  to  the  entire  county,  but  may  apply  to 
one  or  more  cities,  unincorporated  area,  or  some  other  geographic 
subset  of  the  county  designated  by  the  applicants. 

(3)  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  county  shall  approve  any 
application  submitted  by  the  district  attorney  and  agree  to  make  the 
required  matching  funds  available  for  the  program,  if  selected  for 
funding.  If  applicable,  the  city  council  representing  the  city  of  a 
police  chief  joining  the  application  shall  also  do  so. 

(c)  (1)  The  Office  Of  Emergency  Services,  Division  Of  Law 
Enforcement,  shall  select  five  applications  in  five  counties  for 
funding  pursuant  to  this  section.  One  county  selected  for  funding 
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shall  be  located  in  Northern  California.  On©  county  selected  for 
funding  shall  be  located  in  Central  California.  Three  counties 
selected  for  funding  shall  be  located  in  Southern  California.  The 
Office  of  Emergency  Services,  Division  of  Law  Enforcement  and  Victim 
Services,  shall  select  applications  based  upon  a competitive  process. 
Selected  programs  shall  be  required  to  demonstrate  that  they  have  a 
well-documented  plan  for  collaboration  between  the  district  attorney’ 
s office,  local  law  enforcement,  and  any  local  graffiti  abatement 
programs,  if  those  programs  exist  in  the  applicant  county.  The  lack 
of  a preexisting  graffiti  abatement  program  shall  not  disqualify  an 
applicant  from  being  awarded  funds  pursuant  to  this  section. 
Successful  applicants  shall  also  demonstrate  a serious  graffiti 
vandalism  problem  in  that  jurisdiction  and  a level  of  graffiti 
vandalism  in  the  applying  jurisdiction  sufficient  to  justify 
dedicating  substantial  state  resources  to  graffiti  vandalism 
investigation  and  prosecution  .in  that  jurisdiction. 

(2)  Funding  for  successful  applicants  pursuant  to  this  section 
shall  allocate  grant  funds  on  the  following  basis: 

(A)  Sixty  percent  to  law  enforcement  for  identification, 
investigation,  arrest,  and  related  costs  associated  with  graffiti 
vandalism. 

(B)  Thirty  percent  to  the  district  attorney  for  costs  associated 
with  prosecution  of  graffiti  vandalism.  The  district  attorney  shall 
assign  at  least  one  deputy  district  attorney  to  manage  a dedicated 
graffiti  vandalism  caseload  and  shall  employ  a vertical  prosecution 
methodology. 

(C)  Ten  percent  to  the  jurisdiction  covered  by  the  application  for 
costs  associated  with  graffiti  removal.  The  jurisdiction  shall  agree 
to  allocate  at  least  50  percent  of  these  funds  to  private  property 
owners  whose  property  was  damaged  by  graffiti  vandalism  in  order  to 
compensate  the  property  owner  for  the  cost  of  cleanup  activity  or  to 
defray  costs  expended  by  a government  entity  cleaning  up  damage 
caused  by  graffiti  vandalism  on  private  property.  No  more  than  50 
percent  of  these  funds  shall  be  used  to  reimburse  government  entities 
within  the  jurisdiction  for  uncompensated  graffiti  removal  costs 
incurred  as  a result  of  damage  on  government -owned  property. 

(3)  Successful  applicants  shall  agree  that  they  will  vigorously 
attempt  to  ensure  that  convicted  graffiti  vandals  are  required  to 
perform  community  service,  including  graffiti  cleanup,  and  required 
to  provide  restitution  to  victims  of  graffiti  vandalism,  including 
government  entities.  The  district  attorney  shall  agree  to  request 
that  the  court  order  such  conditions  for  persons  convicted  of 
graffiti  vandalism  wherever  appropriate. 

(4)  Successful  applicants  shall  agree  to  work  collaboratively  with 
probation  departments  and  any  gang  suppression  programs  operating  in 
the  jurisdiction  to  identify  linkages  between  graffiti  vandalism  and 
other  criminal  activity  in  the  jurisdiction  and  shall  use  a 
multipronged  approach  to  combating  graffiti  vandalism. 

(5)  Successful  applicants  shall  be  encouraged  to  collaborate  with 
after-school  programs,  gang  prevention  programs,  and  similar 
organizations  in  an  effort  to  prevent  graffiti  vandalism. 

(d)  The  Office  of  Emergency  Services  shall  report  to  the  Governor 
and  the  Legislature,  not  later  than  January  1,  2011,  on  how  the  funds 
allocated  pursuant  to  this  section  were  expended,  the  number  of 
arrests,  prosecutions,  and  convictions  obtained,  the  number  of 
graffiti  cleanup  sites  funded,  and  any  other  information  deemed 
relevant  by  the  office  for  determining  whether  the  program  has  been 
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successful  and  cost-effective  in  cleaning  up  graffiti  vandalism, 
identifying  the  source  of  graffiti  vandalism,  bringing  graffiti 
vandals  to  justice,  and  deterring  graffiti  vandalism  in  the  community 
receiving  grants  under  this  program.  The  Office  of  Emergency 
Services  may  require  successful  applicants  to  provide  any  necessary 
statistics  and  other  information  required  to  complete  this  report  as 
a condition  of  receipt  of  program  funds. 

(e)  Successful  program  applicants  shall  provide  at  least  25 
percent  in  matching  funds.

AB  528,  as  introduced,  Aghazarian.  Graffiti  prevention:  "Tag,  You’ 
re  It”  Act  of  2007.

Thxs  bill  would  establish  a graffiti  prevention  pilot  program,  to 
be  known  as  the  "Tag,  You're  It"  Act  of  2007,  to  fund,  through 
grants,  specified  graffiti  prevention  and  prosecution  efforts  in  5 
counties,  as  specified  and  administered  by  the  Office  of  Emergency 
Services.  The  bill  would  require  a report  to  the  Legislature  and  the 
Governor,  not  later  than  January  1,  2011,  regarding  the  program,  as 
specified.  The  bill  would  provide  that  these  provisions  would  be 
repealed  as  of  January  1,  2012. 

The  bill  would  appropriate  $5,000,000  from  the  General  Fund  to  the 
Office  of  Emergency  Services  to  fund  the  program.

THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA  DO  ENACT  AS  FOLLOWS: 

SECTION  1.  This  act  shall  be  known,  and  may  be  cited  as,  the  "Tag, 
You're  It"  Act  of  2007. 

SEC.  2.  The  Legislature  finds  and  declares  the  following: 

(a)  The  California  Research  Bureau  estimates  that  the  statewide 
cost  of  graffiti  abatement  is  potentially  upwards  of  $350  million 
annually. 

(b)  Public  costs,  borne  entirely  by  local  governments,  were 
estimated  at  over  $255  million.

(g)  Smaller  cities  also  face  high  costs.  The  city  of  Gardena,  a 
suburb  of  Los  Angeles,  estimates  the  cost  of  its  graffiti  abatement 
program  at  $150,000  a year. 

(h)  The  city  of  Escondido,  a suburb  of  San  Diego,  scent  about 
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$150,000  a year  on  graffiti  cleanup  according  to  its  Graffiti  Task 
Force . 

(i)  Graffiti  vandalism  imposes  heavy  costs  on  California 
communities.  A 2002  survey  of  communities  by  Public  Technology,  Inc., 
found  that  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  spends  about  $55  million  per  year 
on  graffiti  removal,  the  City  of  San  Jose  spends  about  $3  million, 
and  in  1999  Sacramento  County  spent  about  $500,000.  A February  2005

Francisco  spends  $22  million  per  year  in  cleanup  and  repair  costs.  In

(l)  Californians  have  a right  to  feel  safe  in  their  communities. 
Widespread  graffiti  vandalism  sends  the  message  that  public  spaces 
are  not  safe  and  community  pride  is  negatively  impacted. 

(m)  Many  jurisdictions  have  not  devoted  sufficient  resources  to 
investigating  and  prosecuting  graffiti  vandalism  because  of  resource 
constraints,  the  prevalence  of  other  crimes  in  the  jurisdiction,  and 
other  enforcement  priorities . 

(n)  The  state  should  provide  additional  resources  to  jurisdictions 
that  are  willing  to  dedicate  resources  to  address  graffiti 
vandalism,  aggressively  investigate  and  prosecute  graffiti  vandalism, 
and  ensure  that  graffiti  vandalism  is  promptly  removed  and  affected 
property  owners  compensated  for  losses  resulting  from  graffiti 
vandalism. 

SEC.  3.  Section  13849  is  added  to  the  Penal  Code,  to  read: 

13849.  (a)  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  Office  of  Emergency 

Services,  Division  of  Law  Enforcement  and  Victim  Services,  a pilot 
program  of  financial  and  technical  assistance  designated  as  the  "Tag, 
You're  It"  Graffiti  Vandalism  Prevention  and  Prosecution  Program. 

(b)  The  allocation  and  award  of  funds  under  this  section  shall  be 
made  on  application  executed  by: 

(1)  A county  district  attorney. 

(2)  The  county  sheriff,  a police  chief  within  the  county  of  the 
district  attorney  filing  the  application,  or  both  the  sheriff  and  one 
or  more  police  chiefs  within  that  county.

2.  Welcome  and  Introductions.  The  Chair  asked  for  introductions  and  determined  that 

there  were  enough  members  present  to  constitute  a quorum. 
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3.  Public  Comment:  There  was  no  public  comment. 

4.  Approval  of  the  October  2008  meeting  minutes:  The  October  minutes  were 
approved  as  submitted. 

5.  Presentation  of  the  Academy  of  Arts  anti-graffiti  advertising  campaign. 

The  chair  of  the  Advertising  Department  gave  a brief  overview  of  how  they  researched 
graffiti  to  develop  their  anti-graffiti  campaign.  The  campaign,  which  they  call  Anti- 
Tag”,  is  divided  into  five  areas:  1 ) a sticker  campaign  to  let  the  taggers  know  that 
graffiti  hurts  the  community;  (2)  an  interactive  “Anti-tag”  website  to  organize  the  public 
to  get  involved  and  volunteer;  (3)  a clean  up  night  for  children  and  their  parents  to  find 
graffiti  and  report/catch  taggers;  (4)  an  “anti-tag"  billboard  campaign  to  call  the  public’s 
attention  to  (5)  a special  event  in  Union  Square  to  create  excitement  and  generate 
participation  in  the  cleanup  program.  After  the  presenters  left  the  meeting,  Board 
members  discussed  their  impressions  and  concerns  about  various  aspects  of  the 
campaign.  The  board  will  provide  feedback  to  AAU  at  the  January  meeting. 

6.  Chair’s  Report:  DPW  staff  reported  75%  completion  rate  for  private  property  graffiti 
from  September  1 -October  31 , 2008,  He  also  reported  on  :he  abatement  of  public 
property  by  district  during  that  period,  and  announced  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
passed  the  Blight  Ordinance. 

7.  Committee  Reports: 

Abatement  Committee:  The  Abatement  Committee  is  concerned  about  follow  up 
after  the  Huddle  and  suggested  that  there  be  neighborhood  phone  trees.  They 
proposed  two  names:  “Graffiti  Gone  Now",  and  “Clean  It  Now” . 

Education  Committee:  The  Education  Committee  recommended  that  the  “Graffiti 
Hurts”  curriculum  for  5th  and  6th  graders  be  recommended  to  the  School 
Superintendent  as  a best  practice  for  anti-graffiti  education.  It  will  be  a discussion  and 
action  item  on  the  January  2009  agenda  and  the  curriculum  will  be  sent  to  board 
members  for  review. 

Law  Enforcement  Committee:  The  Law  Enforcement  Committee  feels  that  the 
public  needs  to  be  better  educated  about  how  to  report  graffiti. 

9.  Old  Business: 

Rebecca  Delgado  Rottman  reported  on  the  Super  Huddle  Planning  Committee's 
recommendations,  and  distributed  a draft  program  outline.  She  announced  that 
Thursday,  April  23  was  the  proposed  date  for  the  event.  Jean  Ellingsen  expressed 
concern  that  the  current  board’s  terms  would  be  up  at  the  beginning  of  April.  It  was 
suggested  that  service  clubs  such  as  the  Rotary  and  Lions  Clubs  be  contacted 

10.  New  Business 

- The  Graffiti  Hurts  curriculum  will  be  placed  on  the  January  2009  meeting  agenda. 
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- Staff  will  prepare  a carefully  crafted  one-page  letter  to  potential  participants  in  the 
Huddle.  The  board  will  review  the  letter  at  the  January  meeting.
